A. D. Polk Consumed F.ntire Fore* 


noon in Summing up Towers’ 


Case for State 


HALFSPFAKINGTHIS AFTERNOON 


Will Take up Most of Afternoon 


— May not go to the Jury 


’Till Evening 


Attorney A. I). Polk took tho en tire 
forenoon session in summing up thecaso 
for the state. 
Ile said that the defense 
did not deny tho killing, 'th a t the atTair 
in Hughes' saloon was pertinent to the 
ease only in showing tho insult to Tow­ 
ers from Hagadorn and Snell which was 
the motive for the crime. 
As to the 
ploa of insanity it was not shown th at 
the acts of the defendant were other 
than might have been done by a sane 
man. 
Attorney Hall is speaking this after 
noon. 
He takes the ground that the 
atTair at Hughes’ saloon is the vital 
point in tho case, the 
attack on the 
defendant and 
tho 
blows 
received 
by him caused temporary 
derange­ 
ment. T hat 
derangement, he claims, 
was proven 
by 
Dr. Camp and 
the 
other witnesses and was unattacked 
by the state and stood unshaken. 
Mr. 
Hall statedjbefore he commenced peak­ 
ing, that he would take two hours and 
perhaps longer to cover the points in 
the caso, The charge to the jury will 
consume some time and it is question­ 
able whether the case goes to the jury 
bofore supper time or not. 
The case of the state vs. Albert Holm- 
blad will be taken up immediately after 
this caso goes to the jury. 
The following 
testimony was taken 
Wednesday forenoon: 
The 
first 
witness called 
W ed­ 
nesday morning, was I). K. Fullerton, 
general car foreman under whom Mr. 
Towers worked. 
Mr. Fullerton swore 
to about the same state of facts as did 
Mr. Davis. 
The gentlemen went to tho 
jail together to visit defondant after 
his arrest. 
Dr. 8. W. Mowers, assistant surgeon 
at the Northern 
Pacific hospital ex­ 
amined Towers on December Id th and 
found a broken rib. 
He also 
saw 
wound on back of defendant s head. 


n u . J. L. CAMI* 


Dr. Camp was on the stand most of 
the forenoon and was still under cross 
examination when court adjourned for 
the noon intermission. 
The 
witness 
swore to his visit to and examination 
of the defendant at the jail about four 
or five o’clock Christm as day. 
He testi­ 
fied to tho wounds and marks found on 
Towers’ head, body and limb. 
Also 
testified to the general appearance of 
the man ami his actions. 
Witness from 
his appearance and 
ail the circum ­ 
stances surrounding his hurts and from 
his actions believed him not in his 
right mind; th at he did not know what 
he was doing and was not cognizant of 
right and wrong. 
Tho witness testi­ 
fied as to the frequent and possible re­ 
sults of blows upon the head or chin 
and said th at they frequently caused 
temporary mental disorder and th at 
the patient, after recovery, frequently 
had no memory of what had happened 
while he was in that state. The wit­ 
ness swore th a t such cases had come 
under his own professional experience 
and that he had had such a personal 
experience. 
The state objected to his 
stating his personal experionse as an 
illustrative case and the objection was 
sustained. 
On cross examination Dr. Camp ad­ 
mitted th a t any or all of the acts done 
by Mr. Tow ers might possibly have been 
done by an entirely sane man, but that, 
considering tho circumstances, the pre­ 
vious injury and the pounding he re­ 


ceived at the time, he should consider 
them to indicate insanity. 
Ho testi­ 
fied that the previous injury to the head, 
as testified to would bo aggravated by 
the excitement or blows. 
A very small 
amount of alcohol, taken under such 
conditions are often sufficient to tem ­ 
porarily unthrone reason. 
Asked as to 
whether or not such a blow always 
caused unconsciousness bofore mental 
derangement 
ensued he stated that 
such was not the case. 
T hat men 
wnlked and talked and performed acts 
of which they had no knowledge 
that 
they would havo th a t condition when 
they had not been knocked down, even. 
This condition would continue from 
one or two minutes to an 
hour or even 
more.
